Teens given second chance

Volunteers at the heart of a program that gives young 
offenders a second chance are asking the community for help. 

It’s Ihh‘u the same four members al Didsbury s youth justice 
committee for several years and the group is getting tired, said 
.Ioanna Graf, secretary. 

“When people heard we were at risk of closing in 2006, a few 
jjeople signed up - including myself - but we haven’t really 
had anvbodv since. I’m not even sun 1 if people realize we’re 


still here,” she said. 

Didsbury’s youth justice program started in 1007 and 
remains one of the oldest in Canada It nearly folded in 2006 
when (lord Fulton, former chair, stepped down to leave two 
volunteers to run the initiative - but the community stepped 
up to provide the manpower. 

Fulton isn’t surprised the town threw its support behind the 
group Youth Del'd a program that not only makes them 
responsible for their actions hut allows them to avoid a court 
procci'ding and formal criminal record.

House prices in Didsbury are expected to slide in the 
coming months as sales drop and more homes are listed in 
the local real estate market. 

The residential resale market has been leaning in favour 
of buyers for the last month and buyers aren’t buying, said 
Mel Crothers, realtor for Royal LePage. 

According to Calgary Real Estate Board statistics from 
2007-2009, June is traditionally a hot month for sale with 
about 10 to 14 properties sold. Last month only seven 
houses or nine per cent of the inventory was taken off the 
market, while listings edged up to 81. 

Housing prices have also slipped. The average selling 
price for condominiums and single-family houses fell 23 
per cent from 2009 and 30 per cent from May of this year. 
Carstairs faired better, seeing an increase of 12 per cent 
from June 2009 but a drop of six per cent from a month 
ago. 

"Things are really slow ... pretty much dead. This month 
two properties were sold in Didsbury,” Crothers said. 

“It’s like the tap has been turned off on our main buyers 
-first-time homeowners and seniors." 

Senior unit sales have especially slowed down since 
April with nine units from Legacy Village in Carstairs sit¬ 
ting on the inventory list and seven vacancies at College 
Green Apartments in Didsbury. At least two local apart¬ 
ments have been sitting on the market for nearly a year 
and that has never been seen before, Crothers said. 

“It’s baffling because it really isn’t that had of a market 
for people to get into. The prices are softening so if peo¬ 
ple get a mortgage they can probably find a house here for 
$10,000 to $20,000 less than what it’d normally he,” he 
said. 

The change in supply and demand isn’t unique to this 
area. In fact Didsbury is seeing the same trends as cities 
like Red Deer and Calgary, said Todd Hirsch, economist 
for ATB Financial. 

“There was this real mad rush to buy in the first quarter 
before new mortgage rates and more conservative lending 
practices came into effect ... so you saw more sales and 
increased prices," he said. 

“Now there’s a lull in activity everywhere... and as a 
result we anticipate overall prices to soften as buyers con¬ 
tinue to sit hack and look at their options and inventory 
levels continue to remain higher than in previous years." 

Hirsch expects prices will continue to slide for the rest 
of 2010 as does the Canadian Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. 

Qualifying rate changes that came into effect last April 
tightened the market for investors, which have to now put 
20 per cent down for a second property instead of five per 
cent. The Hank of Canada has also changed interest rates 
from .25 per cent to .5 per cent that seems to have altered 
demand, said Lai Sing Louie, regional economist for the 
Canadian Mortgage and Housing Corporation (CMHC) 

“Real estate is all about supply and demand so when the 
demand isn’t there, then you just expect things will tight¬ 
en up a little bit," Louie said.

“These are good kids who make bad choices and they 
shouldn’t be punished for the rest of their lives for it," 
Fulton said. 

“They need to face up to their actions ... hear how the 
crime impacted the victim and figure out a way to make 
it right. This is about taking responsibility and letting 
them know that people in the community care and want 
to see them succeed.” 

Charmaine Williams, chair, believes the program has 
a 99 per cent success rate. Only one teenager has failed 
the program since she took over three years ago. They 
get about eight to 10 cases each year that vary in type 
from vandalism, vehicle break and enters to uttering 
threats.

Honour killings 
have no place 
in Canada 

I)AN SINGLETON 


As one of the world’s most open countries when it 
comes to accepting immigrants, Canada has a first- 
class and proud record of providing new beginnings 
for oppressed ;uid downtrodden peoples from far and 
wide. 

By accepting new residents from a myriad of differ¬ 
ent countries over the past many decades, Canada lias 
become an ever-more progressive and multi-faceted 
community where cultural and societal differences 
are welcomed and embraced. 

Many, many of those same immigrants make their 
homes today right here in West Central Allx'rta, con¬ 
tributing a great deal to the economic, cultural and 
societal richness that make's the region great. 

And yet while many newcomers bring worthwhile 
additions to Canada and Allx'rta, a small group of 
immigrants have also brought with them a barbaric 
practice called honour killing. 

Primarily targeting women and girls, honour killings 
involve the murder of the victims in the mistaken 
notion that such killings can somehow ‘cleanse’ an 
immigrant family’s name and honour following per- 
ceived slights. 

()ver the past several yeais them have tx'en numer¬ 
ous honour killing cast's in Canada, including in B.C., 
Quebec and Ontario. 

And although no such killings have been reported in 
West Central Allx'rta, the real possibility remains that 
such despicable violence could happen here just as 
easily as it has elsewhere in Canada 

In a recent report entitled ‘Culturally-Driven 
Violence Against Women: A Growing Problem in 
Canada's Immigrant Communities’, renowned social 
worker Amna Papp said honour killings represent a 
new type violence against women in Canada 

Rona Ambrose, the federal minister responsible for 
tilt' status of women, said just last week that the 
I larjx'r government now takes a zero-tolerance stance 
against honour killings, declaring them "barbaric cul¬ 
tural practices" and "heinous abuses" that have no 
place in Canatlian communities. 

Ambrose’s comments came following the release of 
a rejxirt from tire Frontier Centre for Public Policy, 
vvliich outlines 14 nvommendations for the federal gov¬ 
ernment, including a call for mandatory orientation ses- 
sioas for male sponsors and sfxiasonxl women regard¬ 
ing gender-equality in Canada 

Ambrose also announced dial the government Is (tin¬ 
sidering adding “honour killing’’ as a separate charge to 
the Criminal Code. 

In tills cast' Mi’s of all parties should put aside their dif¬ 
ferences and art promptly to create this separate hon¬ 
our killing cliarge. 

And tliat cluuge should be deemed to lx* on the 
same level as hate crimes, carrying with it extraordi¬ 
nary punishment provisions such as the denial of 
early parole. 

Honour killing is nothing but domestic violence 
hiding behind a veil of cultural practice - it is any¬ 
thing but honourable, and the law should and must 
lie made to reflect that fact without further delay.

Alberta needs donor registry 


The province has taken a signif¬ 
icant step forward in supporting 
living organ donors and their 
families with an announcement 
of funding for a new pilot project 
last week. But if the government 
is truly committed to alleviating 
the stress on the organ donor sys¬ 
tem, it should review how 
Albertans make known their 
wishes to be donors. 

The new pilot program 
announced last week reimburses 
individuals who donate a kidney 
or part of a liver or lung to some¬ 
one in need of the organ for costs 
incurred as a result of the 
process to a maximum of $5,500. 
Prior to the program’s launch, liv¬ 
ing donors were responsible for 
the costs of travel and were not 
reimbursed for time off work, 
which can last six to eight weeks. 

But as significant as the 
progress in using organs from liv¬ 
ing donors, the overall organ 
donation system is in need of 
work. Every year hundreds of 
Canadians die while on a wait list 
for organs. While Canadian Blood 
Services has been asked to create 
a new organ donation system to 
make the process more effective, 
Alberta could do its part by creat¬ 


ing a registry of residents who 
are willing to be organ donors. 

As it currently stands in 
Alberta, individuals sign the back 
of their Alberta Health Care card 
and are encouraged to discuss 
their decision with family. If a 
person dies, the AHC card will 
notify doctors of the person’s 
intent to donate organs. If the 
individual is not carrying the 
card, the next-of-kin will be 
responsible for deciding whether 
or not to donate. It is difficult to 
expect someone who has just 
lost a loved one to quickly agree 
to organ donation, even if the 
subject had been discussed 
prior. 

Most of us hope that in the 
event we die unexpectedly, our 
final wishes will be carried out. 
But ultimately our next-of-kin 
controls everything, including 
whether or not to donate organs. 
The province could alleviate 
some of the strain on families by 
creating a legally binding registry 
where Albertans can make their 
decision on organ donation 
known and health care profes¬ 
sionals can access it, thereby 
obviating the need of a grieving 
loved-one to make the final deci¬ 


sion. 

Alberta is one of few provinces 
in the country that does not have 
any kind of donor registry. The 
best example of a registry comes 
from B.C. where anyone can reg¬ 
ister as an organ donor. In this 
case, the donor controls the 
decision, meaning that if an indi¬ 
vidual registers as a donor and 
later dies, health care staff can 
access the registry, find the 
donor’s name and carry on with 
the process. They do not require 
the consent of next-of-kin, 
thereby easing the emotional 
impact of the event on a donor’s 
family. 

In 2009, 52 Albertans died 
waiting for an organ transplant 
while 01 withdrew from the wait¬ 
ing list. In total there were 291 
transplants of all types. It’s diffi¬ 
cult not to wonder if those that 
died could have been saved if 
there was a more robust system for 
tracking willing donors in place. 
Organ donation is often referred to 
as the gift of life. It is a gift the 
province should do everything pos¬ 
sible to simplify and maximize.

WATER METERS 


The Town of Didsburv manually reads one half of the Town water meters one month, 
and reads the other half of the Town water meters the next month. 

As per Council resolution #193-10, effective July 1, 2010 there w ill be a change as to 
how water consumption will be estimated when an actual water meter reading is not 
provided or collected. 

Previously, the water consumption estimate was calculated by averaging the prior six 
(6) months consumption. Starting with the July consumption bills, if an account has 
no meter reading, the estimate water used will be the previous month's consumption. 

If your previous month's reading was high or low, then your estimate will be high or 
low. To avoid estimated meter reading and to ensure accuracy, it is recommended 
that you supply a meter reading to the Town office between the 21 s ' and 27 ,h in the 
month that the Town does not read your meter. 

Please note: you may supply a meter reading every month if you choose. 

There are a number of ways that your water meter reading can be provided to the 
Town of Didsbury: 

• by phone 403-335-3391 /24 hours a day; 

• by email at: utilitiesdeptfa didshurv.ca ; 

• through the front door mail slot; 

• on the website www.didsbury.ca utility meter read link; or 

• on your payment stub if you are paying between the 21 s ' and the due date.

The slide in house prices could also have 
been influenced by foreclosures that 
haven't yet peaked in some areas of the 
province. 

The CMHC only records arrears - the 
leading indicator of foreclosure - and says 
they saw it peak in December and improve 
as the labour market started to make a 
rebound. In May the unemployment rate 
fell from 7.5 per cent to 6.6 per cent.

seem to have an effect on Didsbury, which 
saw seven foreclosures in the last six 
months - up from the typical one or two a 
year. Carstairs has had about four, 
Crot hers said. 

“When banks take over they aren’t usual¬ 
ly looking at profit, just at getting the loan 
out ... so the prices are lower and that 
drives down the average home price," he 
said. 

“1 think as people start to get their jobs 
back we ll see things change a little around 
here.”

Making a difference

The TV series Man Tracker is only a 
glimpse of what real life search and rescue 
teams can do - in fact, some rescuers argue, 
they can do it better. 

Bill Renting has 1 hh>h finding lost evidence 
and missing persons with Didsbury Search 
and Rescue for a decade - and even trained 
with Man Tracker star Terry Grant. 

“We do pretty much the same thing you 
see on TV. We look for grass laid over a cer¬ 
tain way, position of rocks and tracks... it all 
tolls a story,” he said. 

“The difference is our searches are pur¬ 
poseful and we’ll use whatever resources we 
can to find what we’re looking for ... things 
aren't always done on a horse." 

And they do find what they need- 100 per 
cent of tile time. 

Fleming has been volunteering with 
search and rescue operations since he was 
17 years old hut helped start up the local 
group in tin* year, 2(XX). He’s lieen helping 
them keep their |>erfoet track record ever 
since. 

One of their first jobs was searching for 
victims in (he Pine Lake Tornado -10 years 
ago this month. Twelve people died and 
more than 100 were injured when the torna¬ 
do cut a 20-kilometre swath of destruction 
through the Green Acres Campground, 
uprooting trees and tossing trailers and cars 
into the nearby lake. 

They’ve helped bolster other search and 
rescue efforts across the province since - 
from searching out those hit by a natural dis¬ 
aster, to missing people and police evidence. 

“This is all about giving back ... we aren’t 
doing this to get our names in the pajxT. 
Most times ixsiple don’t even know we 


exist,” Fleming said. 

Then 1 an* 20 volunteers working with 
Didsbury Search and Rescue hut the group 
Ls looking to recruit at least 20 more to k»*ep 
the effort going. 

Ken Thoni|>snn, a n*tin*d Calgary firefight- 
er, said volunteering can be rewarding and 
heartbreaking - though the tough jobs seem 
to lie few and far iietwoen. 

“The hardest part for our volunteers Ls 
living a part of a search team that isn’t able 
to find someone ... you never want to fail,” 
he said. 

Although the team has a perfect record for 
its search ;uva, there have Ihh*u searches iu 
other districts that haven’t gone as well. 

Thompson remembers being called to 
help find a man with dementia who had driv¬ 
en towards the Rockies. 

“The guy had driven the same square on 
his farm for years but missed bis turn and 
kept going straight until lie ran out of fuel. 
Then he got out and walked.” 

The search effort pulled out all the stops - 
dogs went in first, followed by searchers 
who cased the area by grid. They never were 
able to find the man. His body was discov¬ 
ered almost a year later by a hiker from 
Byemoor, Alta. 

“It was tough ... but when things like Ibis 
happen we have great support systems. We 
really focus on the health and welfare of our 
searchers.” 

Searchers are trained by the province, but 
have to purchase about $1,000 of their own 
equipment, ranging from camping gear to 
GPS units and water purifiers. 

Anyone can join and no emergency back¬ 
ground is needed. 

“We’ve had a man legally blind and anoth- 
er guy was 72 years old. It doesn’t matter ... 
there is a job for everyone," Reining said.

People storing 
large quantities should put 
it in a place not easily bro¬ 
ken into and put some 
kind of identifier on it, in 
case police find it, he 
added.

Survey to be showcased

Heritage buildings eligible for government 
funding could l>o revealed at an open house 
this fid). 

Surveyors with Heritage Collaborative 
Inc have been logging Didsburys historic 
sites for the last month as pari of a $40,000 
project and are set to unveil their findings 
September 14. 

“We’re going to publish the list, talk to peo¬ 
ple about what it means ... and maybe gel 
some history Ix'liind some of the places we’ve 
seen,” said Bob Buckle, owner of Heritage 
Collaborative. 

The findings are the first step in this town 
Ix'longing to Alberta’s elite Main Street club, 
which allows owners of buildings 60 years 
or older, up to $60,(KX) twice a year for reno¬ 
vations. * 

Didsbury previously belonged to the Main 
Street program - a cost-share initiative with 
Alberta Historical Resources Foundation 
that gave pro|x'rty owners dollars to fix up 
storefronts. The town took part for five 
years and received nearly $400,000 for 
rehabilitation projects, while business 
owners contributed over half a million. 


But when the program wrapped up in the 
year 2000 there was nothing in place to 
protect preservation efforts. 

As a result, the government has revani|x*d 
the program and toughened up thecritera for 
the club, so heritage areas an- legally protect¬ 
ed. Under the new initiative towns s|xiid 
approximately $40,000 on a survey and 
inventory to put the significance of each 
building on record. 

“It’s a great program,” Buckle said. 

“1 think Alberta was pretty busy develop¬ 
ing during the first 100 years and [xxiple did¬ 
n’t think kx) much alxnit conserving compo¬ 
nents of their town - hut they are now and 
this helps them do it.” 

Tlie open house this fall will give people a 
glimpse of buildings that could lx* considered 
heritage sites and wlurt that could mean - 
although the finiil decisions won’t be made 
for another year. An inventory has to be 
done before sites can be formally declared 
historically significant. 

“At that stage people can tell us whether 
they want their building involved in the 
process ... none of this is mandatory. We 
aren't going to force people to take part,” 
said CynDee Walden, the town’s project 
planner.
